"We found 4he tKall bekind tbt 
bouMc. which proved that the brftte had 
gone iitoiiHd It. With the trnll there 
♦ere footniarka ot a child. KvldiuilPy 
he liail 1 c'f u iielxed by the \Mipt>r part 
of till- IxmI;. TUei we founJ a few 
dro{>M (if liiood. The animal passed 
tlwouKli ime of the aVreeta— If we may 
call thoui Ktreela— of the village, lead- 
tag toward the river, going along with 
Ilia burden In front of mofe than tw4n> 
tf buta. The Inbahltants had not been 
arouatd by % womi n s uies until after 
the beast had paa^oii. Still following 
the traik, \»t' iciihcd the stream, 
where the uiiiniul halted and left his 
prey bealde him. 

Before following the trail any further 
I aent Tambarlka to watrh the outer 
edge of the thick biiabes and to lUul U 
tlii'ri- well" any liiici-s of tin- iiniiiiiil 
having iiiissfil thn uisli. A w> ll-kiii>w n 
wliliitk' froiij him iiotllled Usi that w.u li 
was the l aso. so 1 took to the clearin 
in order to get to him as quickly us 
poaalble. After runalni for a short 
ilsUBca through tba tell grass we 
eamo upon a new pool of blood which

l^rt of hiK scanty clotUlnK, which wa.s 
I Iciin uK \)S till' l ii.stii's.

"Klnally, on the opposite edge of the 
wood we passed into the high grass, 
where a terrible growl brought us to 
a sudden halt.

I sent Uiii'.:.; ui to ii :i thi.ni lo 
make a nuisi> so a> to frighten the lion 
toward nic, 'l lien I phu ctl mysflf in 
a little opening ai.d remained motion 
leas, watching the bunch of bushea 
from which I expected every moment 
to see the brute cpicrRP. Kanilximbp 
in the tree whiapcreil: "lien going 
away. No. he is cming liacU now. 
He stops and look's in tlie direction of 
# the men. .N'ow he's coming your way 
In a walk. Iliire he coines: Hera ht 
comes! Step back a little!' 

"One may Imagine the anxiety with 
which I listened to tbeae worda. Tab' 
Ing bia advice I atepped back two 
paces. My men were behind me with 
their arms ready. "Don't Are except In 
case of uere^iiUy.' said I. IKn't be 
in a hurry.' said 'l anibarika. The tall 
grua moved forward like a wave und 
the lion came out at about eight metres 
from me, walktug alowly and occasion- 
ally looking behind him. At last he 
saw me. He stopped, showed his teeth, 
growled and advancfd withnnt tluing- 
iiii; his course. At the same moment 
lie laiiiied his (afl. lowered his ears 
and seemed about to charge. Having 
followed him with my gun, I aimed 
at the nape of hia neck and pulled the 
trigger. Hia lega bent as if tbty ware 
rubber and he rolled over dead aa a 
log. 

lie was an old fellow of ordinary 
size Slid extremely thin. The child 
that h' intended lo devour was abeul 
14 yearA old and must have been kUled 
the very moment be waa aeiaod, be- 
cause tbeae feliaea never earry off 
struggling prey ualeaa they are obliged 
to iki so by a aurprlse. We carried 
back on an Improvised Utter the bodies 
of the two ai lor.-- m iliis noi turnal 
draiua. That of the child showed deep 
wounds which bad torn the neck and 
the right shoulder, and on one of hU 
thighs the bone waa laid iMtre. As 
for the body of the Hon, wban it was 
brouKht to the village carried by eight 
men. the whole p<jpulatlon attempted 
to iiisli upon it with old guns, bows 
and spe.irs. I sliouted that the first 
one to touch the carcass before it was- 
akinned would make tiie acquaintance 
of my cane. All the population sat 
down In a circle, waiting patlentljr un- 
til Teblgallo, aided by Rodzanl and 
Mslaniblrl. flniihed their work. Then 
tliey lushed upon the body, filled It 
witii projectiles, perforated It with 
spear tbruata and dragged the remainr 
through all the neighboring villages. 
Without feet and without a head '1 
looked like an ox prepared by tb< 
butchers. I^ter. In the midst of t)'i 
lamentations of the women, there wai 
a fi(neral dance and more noise. Thi 
body of the tioB waa bnraait vpoB fto 
•normoua fire.

Ilia lasaartaaaa af Braadlag far UoaH'r 
lUtlMit Tkaa Maa. 

Vastly aa tlia various breeds of do- 
nieatlu anlbiala have iHvn Improved 

hlnee Ihe eNtiibllslinieut of the many 
agi liiilluiiil and oilici assorlatioiis 
' whl( h etist lor Ibis purpose, It Is e\- 
iii'inel) iiiipi-olmlilc that we havo 
reaehetl Huullty of uxcdllence In any 
l>artlvular spet-icB. 

{ The most Important point la breading 
OS It se<.'uiH lo me, and the moot eaoan- 

tial to insist n|m>u at the present time. 
Ik to go for iiiiallty rather than for site, 
gualiiy is not a tiling easy to be de- 
lUietl, but It Is an obvious to the initia- 
led as sise la to the general eye. If aiae 
Is wanieil we can get alae, (nay we are 
Kcltlng It, for all klndt of stock are 
bigger now than they used lo bei but 
we should aim to gel It graduaJly, not 
all at once. This is true of other 
tilings lu ship building for lnstunci>. 
The (Stent Knstem waa a coatty and 
Kignnilc fnllure, afid for the reason 
that Nhe was nil anacliroulsm. (irnd- 
ually we have worked up lo vessels of 
her slxe (the Oceanic biiim lied the oth- 
er «lay. Is somewhat largeri lull they 
have ' uot been failures, liecause 
Btreii;fth and siieiil have odvancwl In 
eiiual ratio with slxe and tonnage. Now 
If we breul horses for mere slzw we 
make Just Ihe same mistake, and the 
result is n hiiue, over-grown brute, soft 
niid clumsy us a rule, and marly al 
wa.\> ilelti'ieut lu that Huality aad 
' > har.ii ler" w hieh alone makes tue 
luuM- It desimblo compauluu, or pU>as- 
anl lo use. Wo niubt, therefore, of 
cMurw. breed ettrefully for what Is re 
iiuli'ei1. and 0 vt>rtabi anioiiut of bulk 
\- •cnlial for Iic:ay draUKb* work; 
but for every other purpose activity 
ami l uduiaini are of fur gH'ater Im- 
poiiauce than lucre size and weight. 
For oiuuibua and traiu-car work, per 
haps Hie linnlest to which horses in 
this country are put a horse of iiiodef- 
ale sl/.e. say from l.tNKI to l.lisi lli. in 
Welsbt. Is always to be piTleried ; for 
if too light the exeiiioii of coiistautly 
saiiiiiij the great >M'it;ht of such velil- 
clea la too much for them, and kei ps 
them lu poor condition; while If too 
laree Ihe eoiitlnual Ikillering upon hard 
roads wears out their l'«'t, ami liiey do 
I not hist. On laiiii lauds, too, except 
llierluips on heavy clay, /he moderate 
slfcd auluiul answers best for grnerul 
' purposes, on a larfcv arable fanu In 
this place w4ierp many boraea are em- 

ploved, U forilKT lelianl. Iiesldes seviH'- 
iil leaiiis of iiioib'iiiite si/eil animals, 
used always lo work one team of very 
large hoiM s, and another of i|iilie 
sm.ill ones. When i|ueNtloned im lo 
,lli) Ir resiNitlve merlla, he would reply 
that they eacli did about the snniu 
ilay'a work, but that the small ones 
laKted much longer, and were lei^s e\ 
pensive to buy nud keep. It will. I 
tliinl. lie allitost nlwuys found that 
V believer any s|H><'ell aelllevemellt lu- 
vohitiK high courage, speed, or eudiir- 
aiice. luis U'fii perroriiiod by either 
horse or 11. ail. It has been by nn iiidi- 
villi. al ot Miiall or it inoHt of average 
size, ami M ly laiely by a large spei-l- 
iiii II 111 either rai e. 

A 1 cry inteiesiiiig i oiis^loratlon In 

br liii^ is the respri live iiittuence OU 

Ibe progeny of elllier parent. It is. I 
bcll<*ve. the opinion of all brecdera of 
wide expi>rlen<t> that no rule of abao- 
lute, or even approximate certainty eaa' 
be laid down, so niiicb seeming to de- 
lii nd u|M)ii the comparative vicor aud 
sireiiglh of eonslitulioii of the parent 
ol elllier sex. 11 !i;is even isK'n slat- 
p<l tiMt there have booa more tnatanoes 
tlMB one of own hrothprs being usimI 
In tlie stud. In whieb one has Invarlit- 
bly got slock leseiiiMing hliiiseir ill all 
part'i ulais. even in the non essential 
mutter of eoloi . w hile the oilier, for 
some uukuown reason, has begotten 
descendants so unlike aa to be randy 
recogulaablo as his otrspring. My own 
expt-rlewe. so far as it gis's. Is to the 
effert that the piodiiee is more apt lu 
li-seiilble the she more m arly In lem 
(M-r. sidiil. iml perhaps in outward 
cnnlicnralii.n: llie dam In si/.e, stainlii.'l 
and 1 onstltiitlou. s 

I-'or this reason 1 should !«• less reliu - 
tnut to breed from an unsound sire 
than from an imsonnd dam. on the ex- 
pectation that any hereditary liitlrnilly 
wonid bp more likely to be transinlited 
by the latter than by the former. on 
Ihe \e\eil ■pieslliili of • loaiillg" being 
heredilary. I uiii strongly of siieb opin- 
ion, fur whereas I Imve fretiueutly 
seen thla Uillmilly Inherited from the 
dam. I am aware of no cas*' In wbli h 
Il has been ilerlveil froiii Hie sire. 
There Is ill my possesion at the pres- 
eiil tdoi all animal whii'h. so far as 
iin imiiviilnal case can, struugly sii|)- 
iiorts this theory. The mare In qiios- 
Hon Is by n son of Oovemess (an Oaks 
and due Thousand wluiieri. but a rank 
ronrei', whiidi fniling she iriiiisiiiil led 
to her son out ol a very gooil winded 
iiiare.
